The City Oouncil convened in regular session, at the regular meoting place in the Oouncil Chamber
at the Municipal Building, on Friday, September 26, 1941, at 10t45 A, M., with Mayor Tom Miller pre-
siding, the meeting having been called by the Mayor for Friday instcad of Thursday, the regular meet-
ing days. Roll call showed the followlng members present: Councilmen Alford, Bartholomew, Gilldis,
Mayor Miller, and Councilman Wolf; abaent, none,

The Minutes of the regular meeting of September 18, 1941, werc road, and upon motion of Council-
man G41lig, wore adopted as read by the followlng vote: ayes, Councilmen Alford, Bartholomew, G1llis,
Mayor Miller, and Councilman Wolfs noys, none.

Representativen of the various taxicab companies, including tho Owl, Moore, Lightsey, Yellow Osb,
Patton's, Inc., Alrline, Roy's, and others, came befors the Council and requested that the Taxicad
Ordinonce be amended g0 as %o provide for an increcase in the minimum fare from 204 to 254, to enable
them to meet the rise in prices and taxes.

Following & disoussion of the matter, At was the gense of the Council that the aforesald request
bo not granted, and that any increase in fares at the present time would have to be inaugurated by
the bnxlcgb companies themselves, as under the Ordinance they have the right to do.

Willie Ludwlg, representing the Palnters' Unlion, came before tho Council and requested that the
painting to be done at the City's Fower Howse be given to organized labors The matter was taken
under advisement.

(2) A gas main in GREMLER DRIVE from Exposltion Boulevard westorly 292 feet, the cen
terline of which gas main shaoll be T4 feet south of, and parallel to, the north
property line of esald Graenlee Drive,

Sald gae main described avovo shall have a covoring of not lees than 2} feet.

(3). A gap maln in HAST 2ND STRENT from Pedernales Street wosterly 145 foet, the cen-
terline of which gas main shall be 19 feet aouth of, and parallel to, the north
proporty line of nald East 2nd Streets
Said gan moin described above shall have a covering of not less than 2} feot

(4) A gap main in BOB HARRISON STREET from a point U5 feot wont of San Bernard Streot
wegtorly 180 foet, the centerline of which gae main ehall be 35 feet south of,
and parallel to, tho north property line of sald Bob Harrismon Street.
fald gns main described ahove shall have a covering of not less than 2} foot,

(5} A gas main in RED RIVER STREET from East 23rd Street to Bast 234 Sltreat, tho
centerline of which gms main is 20 feet wost of, and paralloel to, the east
property line of sald Red River Streot.

Said gns main described above shnoll have a covering of not lesn than 2% feet.

The Texas Public Service Company is hercby put upon notice that the City of Austin does not
gu&fantoo that the spuce assigned above is clear from other underground utilities, dbut 1s based
uz;on tha best records we haveat hand, and that the minimum depth stated does not have any reference

to the fact that greater depths may not be required at special points, When the Texas Public Servico

Company requires definlte information upon the ground as to elevations or working points from which
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to bace the loontion of thoir mesignments, they shall apply to the City Engineering Departmont not

further put upon notice that they will bes roquired to bear the expense of ropalrs or replacement
of any underground utility damaged during the construction of lines named in this resclution.
AND THAT vhenover pavement is cut in the vicinity of a fire plug, water must be used at inter-

vole durdng the course of backfilling of the ditches,

THAT the work and laying of said gas mains, including the excamvation in the stroote and the
restoration and maintenonce of said streots efter said maing have been laid, shall bo under the
